66 do the heathen rage and the 
people imagine a vain thing? The 
kings of the earth set themselves, and 
the rulers take counsel together, against

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The Church Is An Organism

oe as we have many members in 
one body, and all members have 
not the same office: So we, being many, 
are one body in Christ.” Romans 12:4- 
5 


The Church of Jesus Christ is pri- 
marily an organism, rather than an 
organization. 


An organism pulsates with life. An 
organization is held together mechan- 
ically. A human being is an organ- 
ism. An automobile is an organiza- 
tion. 

There is an organizational or me- 
chanical side to Christianity consist- 
ing of denominations, ecclesiasticism— 
the visible Church militant. But to be 
identified with a religious organization 
does not necessarily mean that one is 
a Christian. 


Christianity is life, the life of Christ 
begotten in the womb of the heart 
through supernatural regeneration. The 
natural man is not a partaker of un- 
created eternal life until born again, 
through the operation of the Holy Spir- 
it in the depths of his moral nature. 


When a certain Sunday School teach- 
er asked his class of boys why it was 
difficult to be good and easy to be 
bad, a bright youngster replied, “Be- 
cause a fellow is just naturally born 
crooked.” 


Through the physical birth, one be- 
comes a partaker of the life of the First 
Adam. Through the spiritual birth, 
one becomes a partaker of the life of 
the Second Adam. “The first Adam 
was made a living soul; the last Adam 
was made a quickening spirit.” ... 
“As in Adam all die, even so in Christ 
shall all be made alive.” 


Jesus said, “Ye must be born again.” 
The must in this statement to Nico- 
demus, is a biological must, rather than 
a theological must! 


In the human organism there are 
many members — hands, eyes, ears, 
nose and limbs, but no two members 
fill the same office. So also in the 
true Church, there are many members 


pulsating with the life of Christ, and 
no two are exactly alike. 


The Greek word translated Church 
in the New Testament is ekklesia and 
means “called out” or “the elect.” Dur- 
ing the thirty-three years that our 
Lord was in the flesh, He established 
a new humanity, because those who 
receive and appropriate His life, lit- 
erally become members of a “new cre- 
ation.” They possess qualities that 
differentiate them from persons who 
live in a spiritually unregenerate state. 
In the language of Titus true Chris- 
tians are “a peculiar people, zealous 
of good works.” 


To use a metaphor . . . there are 
millions of cells in your body and 
you are alive simultaneously in every- 
one of them. In like manner, there 
are millions of cells, individual life 
units, in the body of Christ. He is 
alive simultaneously in all the mem- 
bers of His new creation. As every 
cell is a part of you, so every true be- 
lieving Christian is a part of Him. 


The Church as a whole constitutes an 
organism. The saints collectively have 
all the characteristics of an organism. 
A pertect system of biology runs 
through the program of the Church. 


This eternal organism, may be studied 
according to the principles of biologi- 
cal science. 


Biology is a comparatively new sci- 
ence, having arrived since the Civil 
War. It has to do with the study of 
that mysterious substance called proto- 
plasm. The word protoplasm comes 
from the Greek protos, meaning first 

. and plasma implying formative 
material. 


Under the microscope, a speck of 
protoplasm resembles the white of an 
egg. The human body is made up of 
billions of lumps of this building ma- 
terial, just as bricks make up the struc- 
ture of a factory or dwelling. When 
a tiny speck of protoplasm is surround- 
ed by a wall, it becomes a living cell. 
As indicated above, Christ is alive sim- 
ultaneously in all regenerated mortals, 
and EVERY TWICE-BORN SOUL IS 
A LIVING CELL IN HIS BODY. 


The relation of the believer to Christ 
is that of the branch to the vine. Sap 
(life) connect the two. Almost any 
group of believers can be divided in 
fifteen minutes on points of doctrine, 
but in Christ there is unity.

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Is there a silent, subtle, unconscious Satanic intelligence at work 
under the surface, behind the scenes, animating the nations that are 
being carried in the direction of one-man rule? Is there an underlying 
unity of purpose, which leaders themselves do not understand? Is the 
spirit of Antichrist moving among the inhabitants of the earth, pushing 
methodically toward the epoch which our Lord designated as the Great 
Tribulation? How can the sameness outlined below otherwise be ex- 


plained? Is it a mere coincidence? 
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1. Organisms Have Blood 


All organisms have blood. In the 
year 1621, Sir William Harvey discov- 
ered the fact of the circulation of the 
blood. Centuries earlier, Moses made 
known the same fact in the book of 


Leviticus, “For the life of the flesh is” 


in the blood.” The Church, as an or- 
ganism, has blood. The life of the 
Church is in the blood of Jesus Christ 
His Son that “cleanseth us from all 
sin.” 

Blood is the carrier of life. The 
chief function of digestive organs is 
to change foods so that they can pass 
into the blood. There is a blood of 
the fish, a blood of the beast, a blood 
of humans, a blood of the soul, and a 
spiritual blood. Plant and vegetable 
life has blood — sap. Blood differs 
in appearance on the various planes 
but its function is always the same, 
namely, to carry life to every part of 
the organism. 


Blood transfused from one being to 
another communicates the qualities, 
virtues and nature of the one from 
whose veins the blood is taken. In the 
old days a pair of Siamese twins held 
different views on slavery. They had 
many heated arguments. When one 
of the twins became angry, a poison 
in the blood was communicated to the 
other, which made him sick. There 
is such a thing as soul blood-poison, 
but when Christ’s blood is transfused 
into the spiritual blood stream of the 
twice-born soul, His life, nature, vir- 
tues and healing power become the pos- 
sessions of the recipient. 


The meaning of Calvary’s tragedy 
transcends human intelligence and is 
veiled in a mystery that cannot be ex- 
plained. No mortal will ever under- 
stand just why the shedding of Christ’s 
blood was essential for the remission of 
sins. But millions have experienced 
ogg salvation through acceptance 

of His Vicarious Atonement. 


The law of sacrifice for sin was in- 
troduced immediately after the Fall, in 
Eden. Blood was shed when an animal 
was killed that “coats of skins” might 
be proyided as a covering for the first 

parents. The blood shed at that time

was a type of the blood of the Lamb from heaven; not as your fathers did 


of God, spilled on the Tree that Christ 
might be made a covering of righteous- 
ness for the sinner. 


2. Organisms Demand Nourishment 


All organisms have appetites. They 
must have nourishment. From the 
simplest to the most complex, every 
organism has a system for apvropriat- 
ing food. 

The amoeba, which is the smallest 
animal known to science, composei 
of one cell, has a digestive system. 
Amoebas are often found adherins to 
weeds and other submerged objects in 
stagnant water. Almost invisible to 
the naked eye, this infinitesimal crea- 
ture must be examined under the mic- 
roscope. It is practically colorless and 
resembles a shapeless blob of jelly. 
The fact that it is capable of chang- 
ing its form, proves the amoeba to be 
an organism or living thing, rather than 
a mass of dead matter. It appropri- 
ates food by ingestion. 


The flower is an organism. It re- 
quires food, air, water and warmth. 
It thrusts its root into the soil and 


draws to itself needed substances and ° 


by a process more powerful than gravi- 
tation, pulls this building material up 
to the leaves, where it is combined 
with carbon from the air and changed 
into nourishment. The digested foods 
are carried from the leaf to the parts 
of the plant which needs them. Plant 
life digests, circulates and assimilates 
food, casts off waste material, respires 
and reproduces. They reach. perfum- 
ed fingers into the atmosphere and 
pull in the exact quantities of sun- 
light and carbon-dioxide needed. 


In like manner the Church is an 
organism and demands nourishment. 
It subsists upon Christ. Christ is the 
food, the living Bread of the Church. 
He said, “I am the bread of life.” “TI 
am the bread which came down from 
heaven.” “This is the bread which 
cometh down from heaven, that man 
may eat thereof and not die.” “I am 
the living bread which came down from 
heaven; if any man eat of this bread, 
he shall live forever; and the bread 
that I will give is my flesh, which I 
will give for the life of the world.” 
“This is that bread which came down 
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eat manna and are dead; he that eat- 
eth of this bread shall live for ever.” 
We are taught to pray, “Give us this 
day our daily bread.” 


The Lord told His disciples: “Ex- 
cept ye eat the flesh of the Son of Man, 
and drink his blood, ye have no life 
in you.” This was a hard saying for 
the disciples and, “from that time 
many went back and walked no more 
with him.” They did not understand 
the biology of the Church. They 
thought He wanted them to become 
cannibals. 


The story is told of a man who 
started on a journey with a textbook 
on dietetics under his arm and a bas- 
ket of food in his hand. He became 
tired and weary as his journey pro- 
gressed. Every time the pangs of hun- 
ger gripped him, he would put the bas- 
ket of food down, open his book and 
begin to read. By degrees he would 
forget his hunger. The book appealed 
to his reason and satisfied his intellect. 
The story goes that he finally died in 
the presence of a basket of food with 
the textbook on dietetics clasped vio- 
lently in his arms. Is this not a pic- 
ture of many professing Christian peo- 
ple who have the theory of Christianity, 
but have never learned how to assimi- 
late the living presence of Christ? 


3. Organisms Breathe 


Plant life breathes by the process 
of osmosis. This means that air filters 
through the cells from the outside, 
virtual absorbtion. Trees breathe by 
the same process. 


Every organism has a system pecul- 


. iarly its own, a breathing apparatus, 


which appropriates oxygen. The fish 
breathes by means of a delicate mech- 
anism whereby the oxygen is appro- 
priated from the water. 


In the human organism there are 
millions of lungs. Every cell in the 
physical body is a lung that breathes 
by osmosis. Since the members of the 
Church are living cells in the body of 
Christ, each member appropriates the 
Divine breath. The Holy Spirit is 
the vital breath of the Church. In 
John 20:22 we read: “And when he 
had said this, he breathed on them, 
and saith unto them, Receive ye the 
Holy Ghost.” 


There is an illumination of soul, an 
unique experimental relationship with 
the Holy Spirit, which only the spir- 
itually-minded believing Christian may 
know. The carnally-minded person 
lacks spiritual lung capacity. 


4. Organisms are Reproductive 


All organisms, when normal, instinc- 
tively reproduce. They are creative. 
They multiply according to kind. 


It is basic in biological science that 
all life forms reproduce “after their 
kind.” Something has been said about 
lower animals evolving into higher an- 
imals. This phase of the evolutionary 
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hypothesis is called the transmutation 
of species. Such a thing is unknown 
to science. All organisms reproduce 
within the charmed circle of the spe- 
cies, according to the Genesis state- 
ment “after their kind.” 


Slight changes may occur within the 
boundary line of the species but no 
animal can cross over and bring forth 
another type of life. If the trans- 
mutation of the species were true, the 
earth would be populated with mon- 
strosities. There would be creatures 
with heads like men and necks like 
giraffes and bodies like horses. Species 
would be all mixed up, but such is not 
the case, because each type reproduces 
according to kind. When Jesus fed 
the five thousand, He multiplied fish 
from fish and bread from bread. 


In like manner, the Church being an 
organism, breeds, multiplies, reproduc- 
es its kind through evangelism. A 
Church without an evangelistic pas- 
sion is a pitiful institution. It is em- 
barrassing to confess that present-day 
Church organizations have become fill-’ 
ed with unconverted people who know 
little or nothing about spiritual repro- 
duction by the process of the new 
birth. 

I was holding a meeting in a south- 
em city when the proprietor of one 
of the hotels joined the church in which 
I was speaking. I happened to be liv- 
ing in the same hotel. After the ser- 
vice I returned, and passing through 
the lobby heard him utter a series of 
oaths, closing with the statement: 
“There, now, I am a Christian. My 
wife has been after me to join the 
church for ten years. Look me over, 
boys, I’m saved.” Needless to say, 
the man was embarrassed when he 
turned and saw that I had heard the 
conversation. He was evidently a 
Winrod convert .. . it is certain that 
the Lord did not convert him. 


When the blood is pure and the or- 
ganism normal, it will create its kind. 
If the Church has lost its soul-winning 
passion .. . if it is impotent and in- 
capable of exercising the powers of 
reproduction, there is a reason—some- 
thing is wrong with the blood. It is 
anemic. It has lost its blood message, 
namely, that “the blood of Jesus Christ 
his Son cleanseth us from all sin.” 


5. Organisms are Active 


Every organism is essentially rest- 

, active, on the move. This pow- 
er of locomotion differentiates living 
things from minerals and mechanical 
devices. 


Returning to the amoeba, we find 
that it is a creature of action, that the 
protoplasm of which it is made flows 
constantly, possesses a rolling motion, 
capable of bodily contractions. 


The paramecium is a somewhat flat- 
tened, one-celled animal. Its body is 
almost transparent and consists of 
semi-fluid protoplasm bounded by very 
delicate membrane — pellicle, through 
which project numerous delicate 


threads of protoplasm called cilia. The 
locomotion of this animal is caused 
by this cilia in movement. It is agreed 
that all simple jelly forms of life are 
constantly moving. The same principle 
of movement and restlessness exists on 
the higher planes among the more com- 
plex forms. 


Action is an evidence of life. A 
running stream purifies itself. The 
Church was intended by its Founder to 
be a going concern. The last thing 
Jesus said before His departure was 
“Go ye.” The man who regards the 
Gospel as a message only for white 
men is color blind. 


When one catches the missionary 
spirit, pushes his horizons back, and 
becomes passionately interested in the 
salvation of the black man of the 
jungles, and the yellow man of the 
Orient, it is like discovering a new 
continent. The true Christian will be 
animated by a holy restlessness to car- 
ry the Gospel to less fortunate mem- 
bers of the human race. There is no 
joy that comes to the heart of man 
like that of knowing one has been in- 
strumental in pushing back the Gospel 
frontiers, carrying the message of re- 
deeming love into the dark places of 
the earth. 


6. Organisms are Susceptible to Parasites 


Every organism may become the vic- 
tim at any time, of parasites. A para- 
site is a slimy destructive creature, 
being unable to live by its own merit, 
subsists upon the body of another. 
Chestnut blight of canker is an ex- 
ample. This parasitical creature pro- 
duces millions of tiny spores which, 
blown by the wind, light on trees, 
sprout, and. deposit under the bark, 
a thread-like mycelia which absorbs 
the food circulating in the living cells, 
eventually causing the death of the 
tree. 


Another parasite of the lower order 
is shelf or bracket fungus. In the 
shelflike body of this parasite are 
formed millions of asexual spores. 
When they fall on a dead or dying 
tree trunk, it may start a new fungus 
growth. Once established, it spreads 
rapidly. There is no remedy except 
to kill the tree and burn it, to destroy 
the spores. 


All parasites fall automatically un- 
der two classifications — internal par- 
asites and external parasites. The leech, 
a blood-sucking creature, is an exter- 
nal parasite. There grows in the South- 
land a beautiful substance, a parasite, 
that hangs like draperies on the trees 
called Spanish Moss. 


The proverbial tapeworm is an in- 


ternal parasite. A ribbon-like creature, 
it is made up of many segments. This 
particular parasite infests both man 
and vertebrate animals. One particu- 
lar tapeworm (Taenia solium) passes 
through two stages in its life history — 
the first within a pig, the second with- 
in the intestines of man. The eggs 
from which it develops are usually 
passed off with wastes from the intes- 
tines of man. But the pig, an animal 
of filthy habits, takes in tapeworm 
embryoes with its food. These develop 
in the body of the pig and are fre- 
quently passed on to man through un- 
dercooked pork. In this case the hu- 
man becomes the second host for the 
tapeworm. 


Another common tapeworm (Taenia 
saginata) lives part of its life as an 
embryo within the muscles of cattle. 
The full grown tapeworm of this fam- 
ily possesses hooks, by means of which 
it fastens itself to the wall of the hu- 
man intestines. From its head, there 
buds a series of segment-like struc- 
tures, which are simply bags full of 
sperms and eggs. Needless to say 
the presence of these creatures in the 
human organism results in pain, suf- 
fering, and loss of health. 


In like manner the Church is an 
organism. As we study its progress 
through the centuries, we find that 
again and again it has become the 
victim of powerful, blood-destroying 
parasites. In recent times a new phil- 
osophy, entirely unlike historical and 
evangelical Christianity, has sprung up 
like tares in the Church. Every basic 
doctrine of the Faith has been called 
into question. 


Modernism is a destructive agency, 
an internal parasite, which has poi- 
soned the organism of the Church. It 
is a blood-sucking force which has to 
a great extent, robbed the Gospel of 
its creative power, reducing the Church 
to the level of a human institution, 
diseased, impotent, unable to repro- 
duce itself through evangelization, sap- 
ped of its spiritual vitality, robbed 
of its blood message as the only rem- 
edy for sin. 


We find that this parasite has many 
segments. It reaches into foreign mis- 
sion fields. It infiltrates Sunday School 
and other denominational literature. It 
curses Christian educational institu- 
tions. Its presence is noted in theologi- 
cal seminaries. It moves from pulpits 
into pews. 


I was once told by a physician that 
among the members of his profession, a 
slang term is used in referring to medi- 
cines frequently used in eliminating

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tapeworms from human bodies. He 
called it dynamite. 


I replied, by an analogy that the 
Church of Jesus Christ needed that 
kind of medicine in the present crisis 
... . because we read in Acts 1:8, “But 
ye shall receive POWER, after that 
the Holy Gkost is come upon you: 
and ye shall be my witnesses unto nie 
both in Jerusalem, and in all Judea, 
and in Samaria, and unto the uttermost 
part of the earth.” 


The Greek word in the original text 
for “power” is dunamis—and compares 
favorably with the English word dyna- 
mite. It is consistent to say that a 
revival of supernatural religion, a new 
baptism of spiritual power, an explo- 
sion of Divine dynamite, would blast 
the segments of the filthy tapeworm 
of Modernism from the organism of 
the Church and restore its blood mes- 
sage of transforming power.

The original treatise was pre- 
pared by Rev. I. B. Pranaitis in 1892.

The Rise of Dictators 


“And I stood upon the sand of the 
sea, and saw a beast rise up out of 
the sea, having seven heads and ten 
horns, and upon his horns ten crowns, 
and upon his heads the name of blas- 
phemy.” (Rev. 13:1)

tions. The “sea” rests upon the “sand.”

This is 
the penalty for unbelief. 


Out of the commotion of nations, 
at a time when they will be worn to 
weakness by war and revolution, there 
arises a Superman. He is here called 
the “Beast.” Most Bible expositors 
believe that he will be the Antichrist, 
the international dictator. 


Before one man can rule the world, the 
populations of the various nations must 
be regimented. This is apparently what 
is happening throughout the world to- 
day. 


Individual nations must first come 
under the power of a dictator, Later, 
the various dictators will hand their 
power over to the Dictator of Dic- 
tators, Antichrist. This is the message 
of Revelation 13. 


What means the rise of Stalin who 
wields power over one-sixth of the land 
surface of the earth; who holds 200- 
million people under the iron heel of 
his ruthless rule? 


What means the rise of Mussolini 
who sways the scepter over 60-million 
subjects and who boasts that he will 
restore the old Roman Empire to a 
glory and power exceeding that of the 
past? 


What means the rise of Hitler who in 
six years built the most powerful mili- 
tary machine in history, and who in 
twelve months crushed, and extended 
his power, over a dozen nations? 


Spain has a dictator. Greece has a 
dictator. Turkey has a dictator. Eng- 
land has a dictator. France has a dic- 
tator. China has a dictator. Japan has

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a dictator. And now, Rumania has a 


dictator. 


In fact, every major nation on earth 
has a dictator, with the possible ex- 
ception of the United States. 


If the present program of regimenta- 
tion and governmental regulation in 
every realm continues in our own coun- 
try, it will be only a matter of months 
until we too shall find that our liber- 
ties have vanished into thin air, while 
saluting a dictator. 


What means this spirit of dictator- 
ship? It is in the air. The masses will 
not worship God, but they will wor- 
ship a man. They will not salute the 
God of Heaven, but they will salute a 
man of this earth. They will not bow 
the knee to the Lord, but they will bend 
their knees for a Superman. They will 
not make any sacrifice for a Heaven- 
ly King, but they will make the su- 
preme sacrifice for an earthly king. 
They will not trust the Lord to sup- 
ply their needs, but they will trust a 
dictator to give them security. 


What does it mean? It means that 
the time appears to be getting ripe for 
the coronation of the predicted world 
_ dictator, Satan’s masterpiece, the Anti- 
christ—Satan in human form. 


It means that a world which has de- 
throned God will enthrone Satan. It 
means that the human race has sold 
out to its worst enemy, and turned its 
back upon its best friend. It means 
that the Lord is soon coming back 
to take out His own. It means that 
Satan will inaugurate a reign of ter- 
ror upon the earth unparalleled in the 
annals of recorded history. It means 
that the human family will be drenched 
in blood. It means that famine will 
stalk across the earth claiming millions 
of victims. It means that pestilence 
will take its terrible toll. It means 
that one-third of the world’s population 
will be slain. : (Rev. 9:18) 


The Image Of The Beast 


When the Beast is finally revealed, 
an image will be erected. 


_ “And he doeth great wonders, . . . 
and deceiveth them . . . saying to them 
that dwell on the earth, that they 


Defender 
should make an image to the beast.” 
(Rev. 13:13, 14) 


Many of the best Bible expositors 
believe that the Beast will arise within 
the confines of the old Roman Em- 
pire. 

Mussolini is at least a forerunner of 
the final Beast. He has revived the old 
Roman Empire, as the prophecies an- 
nounced. He expects soon to expand 
it to include everything bordering on 
the Mediterranean, thus making that 
largest inland body of water once more 
a Roman Lake. Fascism is the breath 
of Satan poured into the carcass of the 
Roman beast of history. 


It is significant that the man who 
restored the ancient Empire is now 
having an image constructed in Rome. 
The image will be a likeness of the 
Italian dictator, approximately three 
hundred feet high. Its head will be 
thirty feet high. In the head they pro- 
pose to have a radio station. That 
will give the image the power of speech. 
If a dictator should deify himself, as 
did the Roman emperors of old, he 
could easily prescribe a penalty for 


those who refused to bow the knee to . 


him. The disobedient could be put to 
death. 


We do not say that Mussolini will be 
the Antichrist, nor do we say that the 
image now under construction in 
Rome is the image of the Beast. We 
submit the prophetical outline as food 
for thought. We do say that these 
events are highly significant and indi- 
cate that Mussolini is at least a fore- 
runner of the Antichrist and this image 
a forerunner of the coming image to 
the Beast. 5 


The times and seasons are in the 
hands of God. We do not know “when” 
certain events are going to take place, 
but we know that eventually certain 
things “must” come to pass. Students 
of Bible prophecy will watch with keen 
interest, further developments along 
these lines. 


The image described in Revelation 
thirteen is evidently a mechanical 
monstrosity for Satan has no power to 
create actual “life.” Only God can do 
that. 


This image is a counterfeit man; a 
soulless man. He has no conscience and 
is not morally responsible. It is possi- 
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ble that automatically he will put dis- 
senters to death. The robot man, Mr. 
Televox, serves to turn people’s minds 
in the direction of this prophecy. Every 
automatic mechanical device is helping 
to set the stage for this conglomeration 
of mechanical ingenuity. 


“Lo, this only have I found, that God 
hath made man upright; but they have 
sought out many inventions.” (Eccl. 
7:29) 


Various Insignia 


“And he causeth all, both small and 
great, rich and poor, free and bond, to 
receive a mark in their right hand, or 
in their foreheads.” (Rev. 13:16) 


In recent times dictators have given 
much prominence to various insignia. 


Soviet Russia uses the Hammer and 
Sickle. The Hammer represents the 
industrial worker. The Sickle repre- 
sents the agriculturist. The two to- 
gether represent a union of the working 
people. The “Red” leaders promise to 
improve the status of the downtrodden 
but what they really hope to do is 
merely use the masses as a “Red” front 
or “People’s” front for their program 
of revolution. In Russia the Hammer 
and Sickle is seen everywhere. 


In Germany the Swastika is the 
prominent emblem. It is seen even on 
the uniforms of the soldiers. Places of 
business display it to show their loyal- 
ty to the Nazi regime. Swastika flags 
are numerous. 


Italy has adopted the ancient emblem 
of the Fasces. It is given prominence 
throughout Mussolini’s Empire. This 
insignia, strange enough, may be seen 


-on the tails’ side of our American 


dimes. 


The United States recently had its 
Blue Eagle. It immediately became 
more prominent than the true American 
Eagle. It was placed in the windows 
of business firms and homes. The 
symbol was placed on nearly every 
manufactured product. It swept the 
nation almost over night. 
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The proposed boycott which went 
with the Blue Eagle would soon have 
amounted to dictatorship as absolute 
as that in Soviet Russia had the new 
eagle survived. However, the imported 
“foreign” bird soon died in the free 
atmosphere of American liberty. 


The Hammer and Sickle is not the 
mark of the Beast. The Swastika is 
not the mark of the Beast. The Fasces 
is not the mark of the Beast. The Blue 
Eagle was not the mark of the Beast. 


All of these, however, were “fore- 
runners” of the coming international 
“mark” which will be accompanied by 
an international boycott of all who do 
not submit. The penalty for dissenters 
will be death. 


“And he causeth all . . . to receive 
a mark in their right hand, or in their 
foreheads: And that no man might 
buy or sell, save he that had the mark, 
or the name of the beast, or the num- 
ber of his name. Here is wisdom. Let 
him that hath understanding count the 
number of the beast: for it is the num- 
ber of a man; and his number is six 
hundred three score and six.” (Rev. 13: 
16-18) 

There are many interpretations of 
this passage and we most assuredly do 
not claim infallibility but do suggest 
some things that will be of interest to 
most students of prophecy... . 


The radio and television are demand- 
ing an international language. Neces- 
sity is the mother of invention. 


Esperanto was concocted to be of 
universal usage. It gained little popu- 
larity except with the Communists, who 
have taught it in the public school 
buildings of our Country, at night. No 
charge was made for the use of the 
buildings, and the taxpayers thus 
shouldered the burden of paying for the 
demoralization of their own children 
by the godless Bolsheviks. 


Since Fascism may be the system of 
government of the Antichrist, rather 
than Communism, we may expect some 
other language to be adopted universal- 
ly. 

The letters of the alphabet have a 
numerical value in certain languages. 
It is possible that in the international 
or universal language of Antichrist, his 
name will have three letters, the 
numerical value of which will be 666. 
At any rate, three letters will be brand- 
ne tattooed, on the right hand or fore- 

ead. 
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Thus the “mark,” the “name” and 
the “number” of the Beast will be one 
and the same. 


This mark will probably be always 
in the right hand unless it is incapa- 
citated. In that case, it will be in 
the forehead. 


In order to display a mark in the 
right hand under all conditions, it will 
be necessary to raise the hand, palm 
forward. When this is done, you are 
giving what is now the Fascist salute. 
This greeting was copied from the 
Caesars of ancient Rome. Fascists are 
sometimes called “rightists,” while the 
Communists are “leftists.” 


It is significant that Mussolini has 
revived the old Roman Empire and that 
within its confines the coming salute 
of the Antichrist is prevalent. How- 
ever, there is no mark in the flesh, as 
yet. 


When the Beast rules the world 
everyone will be required to wear the 
mark of the Beast. Failure to display 
this sign will place one under the 
death sentence. 


Along with regimentation, by dic- 
tators, there is a rising tide of hatred 
for the Bible, the Church, the Chris- 
tian, and especially the Preacher. The 
one who teaches Bible prophecy may 
expect to be a special target for Satanic 
persecution. 


It is impossible to discuss propheti- 
cal Scripture without touching on na- 
tional and international trends which 
are leading the world in the direction of 
the coming international dictator. The 
Lord intended that His servants should 
have discernment along this line and 
warn the people, lest they be found 
financing their own destruction, and 
cooperating with the emissaries of 
Satan. 


This is no doubt the reason why the 
prophetic message has been barred from 
some nations — in fact most nations, 
except our own. Satan hates exposure 
and it would not do for the public to 
know that demon forces are behind 
present trends. 


The time for proclaiming the pro- 
phetic message may be short. Chris- 
tians should work while it is day. When 
the Antichrist reigns there will be a 
death penalty for naming the name of 
Christ. The haters of Christ are regi- 
menting the world for that day. 

Lost sinner, get right with God. If 
you do not, you may find yourself later 
crushed under the heel of the Anti- 
christ system. 

Christ died for your sins on Calvary 
nineteen hundred years ago. Put your 
trust in His shed blood and He will 
blot out your sin.

Certain sections of our controlled press 
delight in exploiting the term Fifth 
Column for the purpose of smearing 
the real friends of American liberty.

Joseph P. Kamp, writing in the 
challenging booklet, “The Fifth Column 
in Washington,” answers the question. 


He speaks about the quickened in- 
terest to do something about our 
enemies within, on the part of those 
who a few months ago joined the Com- 
munist in shouting “red baiting” at the 
Dies Committee. He points out, how- 
ever, that despite the “withering bar- 
rage of invective, no one, as yet, has 
laid hands on, or even pointed a finger 
at a real, live, honest-to-goodness mem- 
ber of the Fifth Column.” 


The reason for this fact, Mr. Kamp 
explains, is that a great deal of Hawk- 
shaw activity is hysterical nonsense, 
and that “the new crop of Hitler-haters 
and Stalin-baiters don’t know what it’s 
all about.” It is his opinion that no in- 
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guise, will disclose their identities or 
fall into traps set by newly awakened 
patriots. Says Mr. Kamp: “It is non- 
sense to expect effective uncovering of 
the Fifth Column by amateurs who 
may have an axe to grind, or who may 
be in sympathy with one or the other 
segment of the Fifth Column.” 


The Author says that we should not 
be on guard for agents of only one 
foreign power. But, on the contrary, 
no subversive acts, whether, Nazi, 
Fascist or Communist should be toler- 
ated. 


It is Mr. Kamp’s observation that 
some attempts, on the part of red 
sympathizers, to demonstrate patriot- 
ism, borders on the fantastic. “Even 
Jeff Davis, ‘King of the Hoboes,’ decid- 
ed that the ‘Knights of the road’ should 
do their part, with the result that, ‘800,- 
000 Jungle Bulls’ have their ‘eyes and 
ears open.’ They are under the com- 
mand of ‘one-Eye’ Connolly, the famous 
gate-crasher whose phenomenal ability 
should get him into the most inac- 
cessible hide-aways of the subversive 
elements — if only ‘One-Eye’ knew 
what a disloyal Fifth Columnite look- 
ed like.” 


The burlesquing of a serious problem, 
appears in the attempt of certain gov- 
ernment officials to clear their rec- 
ord of suspicion, Mr. Kamp further 
charges. And this exposure of big 
names in the present administration is 
the core of “The Fifth Column in 
Washington.” Quoting from page 7: 


“Secretary Ickes, for example, took a 
‘white-wash’ bath. ‘To protect the gov- 
ernment and my staff from false and 
hysterical charges,’ he sent a memo 
(it was as simple as that) to all In- 
terior Department employees asking if 
they were members of any political or- 
ganization or party advocating the 
‘overthrow of our Constitutional form 
of government?’ Can anyone believe 
that ‘Honest Harold’ was naive enough 
to expect that Communist and Nazi 
spies and saboteurs would identify 
themselves and step right up to be 
fired? He knows better than that, so 
why this absurd gesture? 


“Secretary Ickes’ anxiety and pre- 
caution could be explained, no doubt, 
by the answer to a riddle which has 
been making the rounds. ‘Is there any 
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difference between the Communists and 
the Nazis?’ is the question. ‘Oh, yes,’ 
comes the response, ‘the Communists 
have government jobs!’ .. .” 


With the kind permission of the 
reader, your Staff Writer wishes to 
editorialize at this point: Since the de- 
cline of Communist sentiment in the 
United States, a result of the Russo- 
German pact of August 1939, and the 
consequent desertion of the Comintern 
program by international Jewish finance 
and propaganda mechanisms, this 
Country has witnessed a mad rush on 
the part of former reds and pinks to 
climb on the band wagon of patriot- 
ism. Notable among this group of 
“quick change artists” several are left- 
wing columnists whose writings ap- 
pear regularly in the daily press. 


It is almost humorous to those who 
have observed the exodus, to note the 
position in which this coterie of hypo- 
crites find themselves.

Money--And The Widow’s Mite

“OnE” is a word with which to 

conjure. The ancients speculat- 
ed about it and so do moderns. What 
it is, no one seems to know, but every- 
one wants his share, yea, more than 
his share usually. An atmosphere of 
mystery, an intangible something, sur- 
rounds it. Even the origin of the word 
is not definitely known. 


The English word Money is usually 
considered as derived from a Latin 
word Moneta, a term applied to the 
Roman goddess, Juno. It is supposed 
that this phrase was given to the 
goddess because the first mint was es- 
tablished in one of her temples. The 
vaults of the place of worship were 
guarded by the priests. 

Coinage, as we understand it today, 
came late in history. Rome was not 
the first nation to “coin” money in 
the modern sense, but Persia. Later 
the plan was instituted by the Roman 
government. The precious metals, gold 
and silver, were known from very early 
times. The use of these metals as a 
“standard of exchange” seems to be as 
old as civilization. 


Originally, the power to create coins 
was vested solely with rulers. It 
was a crime punishable by death for 
an individual to be caught usurping 
this right. But designing goldsmiths 
and temple guards found a way for 
gaining personal control of monetary 
systems, and coins hidden in vaults for 
safe keeping, became a basis for issu- 
ing private money in the form of slips 
of paper. 


Since only goldsmiths had safe 
places to preserve valuables, merchants 
brought their gold to them. In turn, 
the goldsmith would give the merchant 
a receipt. Eventually, receipts began 
to be circulated for exchange purposes 
instead of coins. Business was con- 
ducted by the exchange of receipts. 
This was much easier than using 
coins. Thus, paper money was created. 


Quantities of gold and silver ac- 
cumulated in the vaults of the gold- 
smiths, so they issued more receipts— 
currency. The love of money being 
the root of evil, tricky goldsmiths con- 
ceived the plan of inflating the cur- 
rency, and made out hundreds of times 
as many receipts as they had coins on 
hands. This fraud finally became the 
lawful foundation for modern currency 
and banking. 

Had all the receipt-holders demand- 
ed their gold and silver at the same 
time, there would havé been a “run”. 
on the temple bank, and a goldsmith 
might have been seen hanging by the 
neck from the limb of a nearby tree 
the next morning. 

With the passing of the centuries, 
international goldsmiths were able to 
gain control of currency at the point 
of issue, and by this means exercise 
power over kings and dominate na- 
tions. President Garfield said: “Who- 
ever controls the money of a nation, 
controls that nation.” Amshel, found- 
er of the house of Rothschild, said he 
cared not who made the laws of a na- 
tion, just so long as he was able to 
control its money. 
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The men who wrote the United 
States Constitution sought to protect 
the people from the strangle hold grip 
of private money-changers by placing 
the right to control the Nation’s money 
in the hands of the Congress. Section 
8 of the first Article of the Constitution 
contains the following provision: “The 
Congress shall have power to coin 
money, regulate the value thereof, and 
of foreign coin, and fix the standard of 
weights and measures.” 


There are some who insist that this 
clause has been violated by legislative 
measures rushed through Congress, 
whereby the rights of the people were 
voted away and taken over by modern 
goldsmiths for personal gain, creating 
unnecessary and untold suffering 
among the masses. 


Money, in its generic sense, is first 
used in literature in Genesis 17:13 ... 
20:16 .. . 37:28. The Hebrew word in 
these passages translated into the Eng- 
lish as Money is kesef, which in its 
root-meaning, is silver. Up to the time 
of the return of the Hebrews from 
Exile, Money was not coined, but 
weighed. 

I refer you to Exodus 22:16, 17. . . II 
Samuel 18:11, 12... and I Kings 20:39. 
With his Money, a person also carried 
a pair of balances to weigh out the 
precious substance when it became 

.Mecessary to purchase some commodity. 

The “dust,” as the sourdoughs of the 
Klondike called it, was undoubtedly 
in “rings.” These “rings,” translated 
into English by the word “talent,” are 
represented on the monuments of 
Egypt, and they constitute the oldest 
form of Money of which we have 
physical knowledge. 


I am inclined to believe that these 
“rings” consisted of gold or silver en- 
cased in'some kind of container, bent 
into circles. The containers may have 
been quills from some species of bird, 
the goose, for instance. I suggest this 
because I have seen old time miners 
bring home hundreds of dollars worth 
of “dust” in goose quills. 
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The Hebrew word that means ring as 
applied to Money is kikkar. It also 
means talent. The Egyptians used the 
“sing” as a standard of exchange, while 
the Babylonians used an altogether 
different form, i.e., wedge-shaped pieces 
of gold. Assyria used the same form 
as the Babylonians. But this latter 
form was never adopted in Palestine by 
the Hebrews, nor any other place oc- 
cupied by them. Thus there were two 
systems of Money in the Near East— 
Babylonian and Egyptian. We find 
reference to the Babylonian system in 
Joshua 7:21. 


The Egyptian system was of a deci- 
mal order, while the system of Baby- 
lonia was the sexagesimal, i.e., a plan 
based upon sixty and its multiples. 
This was a very awkward arrangement, 
and thoroughly disliked by the He- 
brews and Egyptians. In this scheme 
the “shekel” became the unit of weight. 
This standard was calculated in gold. 
Thus two monetary systems vied with 
each other, each fostered by one of the 
world powers then in existence. 


The Phoenicians stepped into the 
breach with a compromise that was 
calculated to stabilize both metals and 
place currency on a bi-metalic basis. 
This was accomplished by instituting 
the “mina” as the standard. This 
“mina” was equal to fifty shekels with 
gold and silver on the ratio of ten to 
one. When this was accomplished, 
then “coinage” per se became also an 
established fact. 


In this study we must take into con- 
sideration that Palestine, as an inde- 
pendent government, did not have an 
extensive career at any time of its his- 
tory. Palestine during the major por- 
tion of its history was either a province, 


. or a mandate of some world power, as 


is the case today. At the time of Christ, 
the Jews did not enjoy the privilege of 
coining their own money. 


But a special grant of coinage was 
made to them by Antiochus Sidetes ca. 
139 B. C. This privilege was given to 
Simon, the Maccabean. He died in 
February 135 B. C. and was succeeded 
by his son, John Hyrcanus. Then 
Antiochus Sidetes annulled the grant 
ca. 134 B. C. (Ref. I Macc. XV:27), 
but allowed them to issue silver coins, 
including “brass,” “bronze,” or “cop- 
per” coins. The word “brass” cannot 
properly be assigned to ancient coin- 
age, but copper is the proper name. 


These unique coins, very small in 
size, were derived from types native to 
Syria and Egypt, but conforming to 
the requirements of the Hebrew law, 
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viz.—excluding animal representation in 
the superscriptién. Permission was 
granted for these coins to be issued in 
the name of the reigning prince, or 
Hebrew community. 


It seems that they were produced for 
a special and specific purpose; it does 
not appear, or seem probable that they 
were of a general issue common to all 
purposes of coinage. They appear to 
have been used only to pay special and 
specified taxes. They were for the pur- 
pose of paying a special “temple tax,” 
just as certain States in the United 
States now issue “tin money” to pay a 
“sales tax.” The Egyptian government 
seems to have issued their small coins 
for the same purpose. 


Now let us draw a picture, if you 
please. It is staged at the Temple of 
Herod, not the Temple of Solomon, as 
some students of the Bible have 
thought. There was vast difference be- 
tween the two temples. The area in-

cluded in the Temple of Herod was far 
greater than that of the Temple of Sol- 
omon. The Temple of Herod had an 
area or common court, where sacrificial 
animals of all kinds were quartered or 
stabled for sale; and where the bankers 
and money-changers had their counters. 
The area of the Temple proper included 
the Men’s Court and the Women’s 
Court. It was in the women’s court, 
sometimes called the Treasury, that the 
collection boxes were located. 


The Master was in the Temple de- 
livering one of His talks, as described 
in Mark 12:41, “And Jesus sat over 
against (opposite, or facing) the treas- 
ury, and beheld how the people cast 
money (brass, copper) into the treas- 
ury: and many that were rich cast in 
much. And there came a certain poor 
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widow, and she threw in two mites 
(leptons), which make a farthing (ko- 
drantes).” Luke tells us of the scene 
in shorter and more concise language. 


The coins that the widow dropped 
into the treasury that day, to pay her 
“temple tax” were the smallest issued. 
The value, calculated in American 
money would be about one-fifth of a 
cent, or two mills. The total that the 
humble giver put in the box was about 
four mills. Yet this was all she had, 
or as Jesus put it: “But she of her 
want did cast in all that she had, even 
all her living.” The coin was called a 
lepton, which being translated into the 
English is the word “mite”’—meaning 
small. 


This coin here represented by the 
photograph, had an inscription on one 
face, and a representation of certain 
objects on the other. It is of the John 
Hyrcanus coinage, who was High Priest 
from 135-105 B. C. 


Dr. W. F. Albright of Johns Hopkins 
University translates the superscrip- 
tion as follows: “Belonging to Johanan. 
the high priest and the Senate of the 
Jews.” The Hebrew word translated 
Senate is heber and it can also be trans- 
lated community. The superinscription 
of these special “mites” up to 105 B. C. 
was always in Old Hebrew characters. 
During the rule of the successor of 
John Hyrcanus, Alexander Jannaeus, 
the Hebrew characters were discontin- 
ued and Greek letters substituted. At 
the same time, the word “king” was in- 
troduced into the legend. 

my life I have seen one gen- 
uine “mite” of the John Hyrcanus coin- 
age. I am sorry that no photograph of 
it is available for Defender Readers at 
this time. The superinscription appear- 
ed in the characters of the Old Hebrew 
as follows, transliterated into English 
characters: 


“Yehohanan ha-Kohen ha-Godel we- 
Heber ha-Yehudim,” . the transla- 
tion of which is: “John the high priest 
and (head of) the community of Jews.” 

This inscription appears within a 
wreath of olive leaves. 

The reverse side bears a double 
Cornucopia with a poppy-head in the 
center. This coin which I have seen 
and am describing is genuine, and un- 
doubtedly was in circulation during the 
time of our Lord. 


We are unable to describe the op- 
posite side of the coin, the photograph 
of which accompanies this article. This 
one, examined and translated by Dr. 
W. F. Albright, is believed to have been

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in circulation at Jerusalem during the 
lifetime of our Lord. If it has the 
Cornucopia with a poppy-head in the 
center, then it is genuine. 
Counterfeiting, far from being a 
modern art, is as old as coinage. But 


counterfeiting in ancient times was in- 
clined to be crude and easily detected. 
The crudeness usually is encountered in 
the portrayal of the Cornucopia. 


You will note that we translate the 
word “heber” on the “mite” as “com- 
munity” instead of “Senate.” We be- 
lieve this to be more accurate. 








Why Does God Allow Sorrow?

6¢] WILL cause the shower to come 
down in his season; there shall be 
showers of blessing.” Ezekiel 34:26. 


Israel had been carried into captivity; 
her harps had been hung upon the wil- 
lows; the music of the nation was a 
dirge; weeping and lamentation was 
universal. The people were under yoke; 
their country was laid waste; the walls 
of the Holy City was destroyed; the 
gates were consumed with fire; pes- 
tilence, pillage, and desolation had 
claimed the once beautiful land. Am- 
bition and anticipation were crushed. 
Yet, in the midst of all this suffering, 
God speaks through the prophet, “I will 
cause the shower to come down in his 
season.” 


If we see God as He is, a God of 
love, we will better understand our sor- 
row and suffering. God is a Father 
Who loves to give good gifts to His 
children even more so than any earth- 
ly father. There is a radical difference 
between heathen and Christian concep- 
tion of Deity. Heathen gods are sup- 
posed to delight in the suffering and 
torture of victims sacrificed in wor- 
ship, but this is not true with our 
Heavenly Father. 


Nothing has caused more doubt and 
speculation, than the presence of suf- 
fering in the world. It has shattered 
some of the strongest citadels of faith. 
The disaster and suffering caused by 
earthquakes in Spain made a doubter 
of Goethe. And so we have today, as 
always, the question: Why does God 
allow suffering; pain, sorrow and trou- 
ble? 


First let us admit there are some 
things our finite minds will never grasp. 
Now we see through a glass darkly; 
someday we shall understand. There 
are many question marks that the waves 
of eternity alone can erase. Yet God 
has revealed much to us on this puz- 
zling subject. 


We must classify suffering. It falls 


naturally into three classes: first, suf- 
fering which falls upon the unrighteous; 
second, suffering which falls upon the 
righteous; third, suffering which falls, 
like the rain, on the just and the un- 
just. 


In this FIRST classification comes 
that suffering which is the natural con- 
sequence of sin. By the law of cause 
and effect, trouble follows transgression. 
In this class comes the suffering of 
David; the hardships of Jonah; the 
suffering of Samson, blind and in 
slavery, grinding at the Philistine mill; 
and Peter’s sorrow after his denial of 
his Lord. He that soweth to the flesh, 
shall of the flesh reap corruption. 


Why did God allow sin? God 
created man without sin and in a sin- 
less environment, but He made man a 
free moral agent, not an automaton, 
not a piece of mechanism. The differ- 
ence between man and animal is that 
man has a will, the faculty of choice, 
therefore God holds him responsible. 
The first man chose wrong rather than 
right, but he has had ‘plenty of follow- 
ers. You undoubtedly would have done 
the same. God will not violate’ the 
sacred faculty of human choice, but He 
is trying to gain, not force, admission 
into human hearts. And when He 
gains admission, He imparts a divine 
nature and makes man victorious over 
sin. 


Certainly this plan transcends the 
idea of creating man as a weak, force- 
less, spineless, will-less automaton to 
be run by the pushing of a button, 
without human consent or choice. God 
could not prevent sin entering the 
world without making man a “dummy.” 
God’s love is manifest in penal suf- 
fering. Consequently, the burned child 
dreads fire, and the pain of a knife 
cut, is a blessing in disguise. “Whom 
the Lord loveth He chasteneth.” “All 
chastening seemeth for the present not 
to be joyous but grievous, yet after- 
wards it yieldeth the peaceable fruit 
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unto them that have been exercised 
thereby, even the fruit of righteous- 
ness.” 


In the SECOND classification, we 
find the suffering that comes from a 
positive, aggressive righteousness—the 
persecution that could be avoided by 
compromise. In Philippians 3:10, Paul 
says, “That I may know him, and the 
power of his resurrection, and the fel- 
lowship of his suffering.” 


To know Him. There are many who 
would join the apostle in this _peti- 
tion. To know Him is life eternal; to 
know Him is peace and joy; to know 
Him is victory; and to know Him is 
contentment. The power of His resur- 
rection. Again we will all join with 
Paul. Victory over death; power over 
the grave; reunion with loved ones, 
Power is always attractive — politi- 
cal power, social power, industrial pow- 
er, financial power, physical power; we 
all want power. 


The tellowship of His suffering. How 
many want that? “No, Paul, we will 
go the first two steps with you, but 
you will excuse us, please, from this 
last one.” But they are inseparable. 
If we are to know Him, and the pow- 
er of His resurrection, we must pay the 
price. We must enter the fellowship of 
His suffering. The same three disciples 
who went with Jesus up to the mount 
of transfiguration, also had to go with 
Him to Gethsemane. 


Again Paul says, “All that will live 
Godly in Christ Jesus shall suffer per- 
secution.” Jesus said, “In the world 
ye shall have tribulation.” If you are 
not being persecuted today for righte- 
ousness’ sake, it is probably because 
your life is so colorless that the world 
doesn’t know where you stand. 


Someday those who experience sor- 
row and suffering here will exchange 
their cross for a crown. “These are 
they which came out of great tribula- 
tion, and have washed their robes, and 
made them white in the blood of the 
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Lamb. Therefore are they before the 
throne of God, and serve him day and 
night in his temple: and he that sitteth 
on the throne shall dwell among them. 
They shall hunger no. more, neither 
thirst any more; neither shall the sun 
light on them, nor any heat. For the 
Lamb which is in the midst of the 
throne shall feed them, and shall lead 
them unto living fountains of waters: 
and God shall wipe away all tears from 
their eyes.” Revelation 7:14-18. 


In this THIRD classification comes 
suffering which is shared as a common 
experience by the entire human race. 
Let us remember again that God is a 
God of love. It is a wrong premise to 
think that all suffering is penal. The 
predominant purpose of the book of 
Job is to correct this erroneous idea. 
God upholds natural law; He does not 
do things contrary to, nature very 
often. He can transcend the laws of 
nature and has done it; He walked on 
the water, He raised the dead, He turn- 
ed water into wine. 


In the orderly execution of natural 
laws, it is impossible to prevent conflict 
between these universal laws and per- 
sonal interests. The rain that stimulates 
the growth of one field of grain may 
hasten the decay of another. Remem- 
ber the law — the greatest good to the 
greatest number. 


But God will overrule disaster and 
turn it to our good. Out of the cloud 
comes the shower. The shadow is 
proof that the Sun is shining. God can 
overrule evil for good, and make even 
what seems disaster, work for good to 
them that love Him. “All things work 
— for good to them that love 

od.” 


Suffering tests character, turns us 
to God, and develops Christian graces. 
Peter said, “Beloved, think it not 
strange concerning the fiery trial which 
is to try you, as though some strange 
thing happened unto you.” You can- 
not. judge the strength of the ship in 
the calm ... wait until the storm 
breaks. 


Sorrow and suffering will always 
have one of two results. Either it will 
be a stepping stone to a higher life of 
consecration and a closer walk with 
God, or it will be a stumbling-block 
over which we fall to despair and doom. 
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The same Sun that melts the snow al- 
so hardens the clay. Jonah said, “I 
called, by reason of my affliction, unto 
the Lord.”

fruits of suffering and sorrow. Scarce-¢ 


ly ever do you find an invalid who has 
been bedridden for years but what 
they have developed a_ beautiful 
character. It would seem that they 
are the special jewels for the Master’s 
crown, being polished by suffering and 
sorrow. It is the dark night that 
brings out the stars. It is the frost that 
sweetens the grapes and the clouds that 
distill the rain. So it is affliction that 
mellows, and deepens, and sweetens, 
and beautifies and enriches nature. 


Sorrow and suffering purify the soul. 
If the metal from the mine, as it is

ODERN nations in turmoil release 

frequent official statements under 
the imposing title of White Papers. To 
date the United States government has 
issued no such official documents, but 
two enterprising reporters with con- 
tacts in the State Department recently 
published a book called American 
White Paper, which professes to reveal 
the mental secrets of the President and 
those near him, on matters pertaining 
to foreign policy. 


The public is given the following 
peep into the sanctum sanctorum of 


the State Department: “De-coded, 
mimeographed, stamped ‘Secret and 
Confidential,’ the cables circulate 


through the Department all day long. 
First they go to the south corridor of 
the second floor, to the unpretentious 
suites of Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull and his principal lieutenants, tall, 
glacial, able Under Secretary Sumner 
Welles and the fertile-minded infant- 
prodigy-grown-up, Assistant Secretary 
Adolph Augustus Berle, Jr. Then up- 
stairs where the hard-working, quietly 
professional career men, Jay Pierrepont 
Moffat and James Clement Dunn, pre- 
side over the Western European divi- 
sion. And thereafter the lesser offices 
and the ‘desks’ of countries of origin, 
English or Spanish, Italian, or Scandi- 
navian, where juniors in the service fit 
each rumor, each event into a minute 
mosaic of future probabilities. The 
cables are the stimuli, American policy 
is the response that these stimuli pro- 
duce.” 


Shortly before his untimely death a 
few days ago in an airplane accident, 
United States Senator Ernest Lundeen, 
a stickler for neutrality, had this to 
say: 


“The United States has as yet not 
issued any White Book, Green Book, 
or Blue Book. But Joseph Alsop and 
Robert Kintner have sponsored the so- 
called American White Papers. This 
book is the best summary to date of 
the Roosevelt administration. It re- 
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prints entries in the diary of Mr. Berle, 
Assistant Secretary of State, and its 
purpose is to reveal the secrets closest 
to the President’s heart. Neither the 
President nor Mr. Berle has repudiated 
the authors. 


“The book was a trial balloon to 
test public opinion. Every one of its 
predictions has come true. Every act of 
Mr. Roosevelt confirms the view of the 
authors that the President is determin- 
ed to drag our country into Europe’s 
war. Half a dozen men, in defiance of 
the majority of Congress and of 
the people, may send our sons to be 
slain in a war to defend, not the his- 
tory inspired by George .Washington, 
nor the sacred soil of our country, but 
His Majesty King George, late a guest 
in the White House. These six men 
are President Roosevelt, and Secretary 
Hull, Under Secretaries of State Welles 
and Berle, and Ambassadors Bullitt 
and Kennedy.”

The secular press has followed the 
dramatic exile-flight of Europe’s play- 
boy king, who was forced to abdicate 
as climax to a series of internal dis- 
orders.

But news-gathering agencies, loy- 
al to racial control, omitted this im- 
portant factor. 


Carol’s unkingly antics have covered 
a period of twenty years. At one time 
he preferred exile rather than give up 
his lady friend. He deserted his beau- 
tiful, royal wife, Crown Princess Hel- 
ena, and young son in 1925. Upon 
being restored to the throne in 1930, he 
promised to abandon Lupescu, but had 
not been in the Capitol long, before she 
was established in a villa near the pal- 
ace. Her return was marked by violent 
demonstrations in the streets of Bucha- 
rest, and the plot to assassinate both 
Carol and his son Michael in 1934, 
was blamed to hostility toward the 
mistress. 


As he fled from Rumania a few days 
ago, Lupescu on the same train, the 
mobs forgot him for the moment and 
tried to find her. To Rumanians she 
has become the symbol of their Coun- 
try’s downfall.

How can we best begin to master 

the English language and use it 
effectively and forcefully in our daily 
lives? 


Of course, one could spend a life- 
time in the study of English and its 
countless details. But on the other 
hand, one-half of all our speaking and 
writing consists of the use of repetition 
of only 69 words; and in a recent in- 
vestigation made by the Russell Sage 
Foundation, it was announced that sev- 
en-eighths of the language we use daily 
consists of but 542 words. It will be 
seen, therefore, that mastery of a com- 
paratively few, frequently-repeated 
words can carry us a long way on the 
road to perfect English. 


I have conducted many experiments 
and I find that no more than 100 ex- 
pressions cover the entire field of gram- 
mar as a practical working subject. 
There are only about 250 commonly-

used words that are especially trouble- 
some to spell. 


All these points have been embodied 
in tests which anyone can give himself, 
so that he needs only the few points on 
which he is weak. It is a sheer waste 
of time to work over all the rules of 
grammar. By concentration on one’s 
own weak points, the common errors of 
grammar can be mastered in a very 
short time for practical purposes. 


But that is only the negative side of 
language. How is one to gain the posi- 
tive power of effective expression? 


The first element is imagination .. . 
The ability to know, in advance, what 
the person addressed will respond to. 
That comes from long observation of 
men and women, and learning to put 
oneself in the place of an audience. The 
second element is a positive feeling on 
the part of the speaker or writer of en- 


thusiasm, of conviction, and the power- 


to inject that strong feeling into his 
language. And the third element is a 
knowledge of the suggestive force of 
words, so that the precise word or the 
precise phrase will instinctively be 
chosen at the right time. 


This third element comes under the 
head of “effective English,” and is an 
instinctive and unconscious power. It 
cannot be learned by analytic study or 
reasoning. How can it be learned? 


The answer is, by reading. General 


power of vocabulary comes from the. 


habit of observing words while we are 
reading books in which there is master- 
ly English. And we may also search 
for and read effective letters as we find 
them anywhere, or listen to effective 
speeches and try to imitate them. The 
method is essentially one of imitation 
of the kind a little child uses in learn- 
ing to talk. Few persons realize how 
important simple, direct imitation is, 
in mastering the unconscious art of ef- 
fective language. 


Recently I have been observing my 
three-year-old granddaughter. She has 
acquired a vocabulary of several thou- 
sand words within the space of a year 
and a half. Even at her age she seems

determined to learn to use words, as 
she is to do everything else that grown- 
up people do. When she hears a new 
word she repeats it even if she doesn’t 
understand it, and she keeps on repeat- 
ing it. At first she is awkward, but 
before long she can use it as well as 
anyone. 


If grown-up persons could acquire 
words as fast as a child does, there 
would be no complaint about a poor 
vocabulary. My grandchild had the 
advantage of a grandmother who is a 
wonderful talker. For those who were 
not so fortunate in their childhood, 
however, the real model of good Eng- 
lish is to be found in books, which are 
accessible to everyone, and anyone who 
learns to like to read books is sure to 
become a master of good English. 


Romance of Rubbish

HERE are some interesting things I 

have gathered regarding the abil- 
ity of men to turn rubbish into power 
and dollars. Wealth from _ waste! 
(Nehemiah 4:2) 


Some municipal authorities have 
been very enterprising in making 
money from the waste collected from 
thousands of dustbins. Banana skins, 
for instance, have been found worth 
while saving for the sake of the phos- 
phates, while old gramaphone records, 
rags, and paper are carefully sorted out 
and used. The remaining refuse is 
thrown into an incinerator, the heat 
generated being used for driving dyna- 
mos to provide electric light. It is a 
curious thought that your lamp it be- 
ing lit, perhaps at this moment, by the 
energy contained in the orange peel 
you threw away last week. The clinker 
remaining is utilized for many pur- 
poses, from making roads to brick- 
making. 


I heard of an inventor who makes 
money from waste in a very ingenious 
way. He buys at a very cheap rate all 
the waste oil collected in big garages, 
purifies it by a process of his own, and 


sells the finished product to users of | 


commercial vehicles. Up to the pre- 
sent, such waste oil, collected when the 
pump is cleaned, has never been con- 
sidered of any value, and this novel 
idea is adding to the wealth of the 
world by saving waste. 
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The time may come, indeed, when 
shortage of natural products will force 
us to conserve waste matter to a great- 
er extent. We are, for instance, at the 
present time pouring thousands of tons 
of good phosphates into our drains. 
These phosphates are of value in fer- 
tilizing the land. Ultimately some of 
them return from the sea as fish man- 
ure and are recovered “accidentally” 
in other ways, but a definite shortage 
of natural phosphates would make pre- 
vention of this waste essential. 


It was estimated that some twelve 
million tons of refuse are dispensed 
with annually in this country. 


The use of teasels in a department of 
the woolen industry for producing the 
nap on cloth is fairly familiar. The 
seeds of the teasel, until recently dis- 
carded, are now put to practical use. 
They are sold by the sack to fanciers as 
food for cage birds. 


It is a fascinating story to read how 
in these modern times the rubbish of 
certain manufacturers, such as coal 
gas, scrap iron, cotton waste, and old 
rags—the by-products of industry—are 
transformed into articles of usefulness. 
The men of importance today are those 
who can take the residue, the seemingly 
unwanted substances, the scrap and 
the rubbish, and make them into things 


of beauty and of service to mankind. 


Nature is continually teaching this 
truth. There are no waste products; 
even the falling autumn leaves can be 
used to enrich the soil so that our. sow- 
ing and planting will be fruitful in 
succeeding months, and, as one writer 
says, “the vast surrounding atmosphere 
is made efficient over and over again 
for the breath of living men.” 


Many years ago Harold Begbie pub- 
lished that soul-stirring book “Broken 
Earthenware,” and therein was graphic- 
ally portrayed the stories of hopeless 
men—fragments, bits of human society, 
who, through the devotion of lowly 
souls, became new men, and that same 
story is retold by Hugh Redwood in 
“God in the Slums.” Can we doubt 
the efficacy of the words, “Behold, I 
make all things new.” Surely a quota- 
tion from Tennyson’s “In Memoriam” 
is not inappropriate: 


That nothing walks with aimless feet; 
That not one lite shall be destroyed, 
Or cast as rubbish to the void, 

When God hath made the pile complete. 


If out of the refuse of our lives, sci- 
ence can extract the most valuable 
acids and the most exquisite dyes, sure- 
ly such is an emblem of what God will 
do with the wreckage of humanity. 








Only A Deck of Cards

[® this little message I propose to 
show that the Deck of Cards is not 

the harmless pastime that so many of 

our citizens seem to believe it to be. 


In the first place, I wish to give the 
origin of the deck of cards. In the sec- 
ond place, the evolution of the cards. 
In the third place, the cost of-this fas- 
cinating pastime, and in the fourth 
place, the evils associated with the 
symbols on the fifty-two pieces of 
pasteboard. 


I. As far as we are able to deter- 
mine the present-day deck of cards does 
not date back to ancient nor even me- 
dieval days but is only some five hun- 
dred years old. The game and the 
cards were first designed by King 
Charles VI of France, an insane man, 
about 1392. 


II, In the beginning of the card era 
the deck was used almost exclusively 
by the lower strata of society. They 
were held in disrepute by thoughtful, 
decent, socially prominent people. In 
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the days of the Puritans, the deck of 
cards was. considered the devil’s 
picture book, the devil’s bible and only 
the scum of the people of colonial days 
were ever seen to indulge in the game 
of cards. The evolution of this game is 
tremendous. Although we are not in a 
position to quote any definite statistics, 
I believe we are safe in estimating that 
almost 100,000,000 people in America 
engage in playing cards. It is by far 
the most fascinating and popular 
American pastime. A magazine article 
appearing sometime ago, states that a 
Mr. Culbertson, who is an authority 
on the game of bridge and who has 
published a book on this game, sold no 
less than 1500 copies of his book in a 
single day. The article also states that 
he had trained up to that time, 1600 
teachers. Surely God’s Word is again 
vindicated in saying that in the last 


days people shall be lovers of pleasure 
more than lovers of God. 


III. The Cost of Bridge. 


It is impossible to make a proper es- 
timate of the stupendous amounts 
spent annually in the promotion of this 
evil. This one teacher, of whom we 
referred, trained no less than 1600 men 
and women, charging $60.00 apiece 
for a five days’ course of lessons. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Charles F. Weigle in his 
book, “A Deck of Card,” it is stated 
that American people spent $10,000,000 
in one year on lessons alone and in the 
same length of time $100,000,000 was 
spent on the game itself. These fig- 
ures were taken from one of the years 
when we were in the midst of a finan- 
cial depression and when multiplied 
thousands of people were hungry for 
bread and lacking the other necessities 
of life. This strange, infatuation hold- 
ing millions of intelligent men and 
women tirelessly shuffling and drop- 
ping the pasteboards on the table and 
for which they are willing to pay mil- 
lions of dollars annually, must have

IV. The Evils of the Pastime. 


The evils associated with the deck of 
cards can hardly be over-estimated. 
There is something very ill-flavored 
and disreputable about the pack. They 
carry with them the taint of dishonesty, 
profanity, immorality, robbery and 
murder. Few people seem to know 
that these cards have a secret language 
all of their own, according to Dr. 
Weigle, who has spent much time 
learning the truth about cards, obtain- 
ing this truth from professional card 
players, gamblers, and others in like 
fraternities, and the information con- 
tained in this message is based upon 
his discoveries. For example, the King 
card represents the devil himself. The 
king of Hell. The enemy of God. The 
instigator of all evil. I wish that our 
friends each time they handle the king 
card would remember this startling 
fact. The Ten Spot card represents the 
spirit of lawlessness, in direct and flag- 
rant opposition to the Ten Command- 
ments of the Bible. This divine deca- 
logue upon which all sound, civilized 
law and order is based, becomes an ob- 
ject of ridicule. Surely we should not 
tolerate in our American homes the ten 
spot card which so definitely engenders 
the spirit of gambling, lawlessness and 
other crimes. Our annual crime bill in 
the United States is over thirteen bil- 
lion dollars and, no doubt, the deck of 
cards is to a large extent responsible for 
this deplorable condition. It is not at 
all strange that thieves, drunkards, 
gamblers, prostitutes and murderers are 
experts at this game. It is said that the 
notorious Dillinger spent all his time, 
while in hiding, playing cards. The 
Club card speaks of the murderer’s 
weapon. You will remember the insane 
King Charles who invented the deck of 
cards lived in a day when the modern 
implements of crime were not in use. If 
this card were to take on a more mod- 
ern symbol it should have the gun 
rather than the club stamped upon its 
surface. 


There is murder, crime and death in 
a deck of cards. “My mother taught 
me to play cards,” said a young man 
just before they hanged him for mur- 
der in Nevada, “and I hold her re- 
sponsible for my crime and for my 
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Defender 
death. Tell her I don’t want to see 
her.” And so this young man marched 


\ to the gallows without seeing his moth- 


er and with the noose around his neck, 
he said, “Give me two whiffs of a cig- 
arette and then send me to Hell.” His 
mother saw no harm in a game of 
cards. 


The Jack card is the most disgusting 
of them all, for it represents the lustful 
libertine, the social pimp .who lives off 
the gains of professional prostitution. 
He is the leper of society preying upon 
the weak. If those engaged in playing 
cards would only realize the meaning 
of the Jack card they would never 
touch the unclean pasteboard. We won- 
der whether our readers know that 
players use secret language suggested 
by these obscene cards, thus they can 
converse with each other with merely 
the dropping of the pasteboards. The 
strip poker is the most lewd and most 
disgusting of all, for the players strip 
themselves one garment after another 
until they are completely nude. Some 
years ago in one of our Middle West- 
ern states, I know of a group of young 
people, even from a respectable church 
who tried this nefarious pastime. 


The Queen card is shockingly wicked 


for it is a symbol of the Virgin Mary, 
the mother of our Lord and Saviour. In 
the language of the cards she is called 
the mother of harlots. To call the 
mother of Jesus, the mother of harlots 
is one of the most dreadful, blasphe- 
mous, slanders ever conceived by the 
human mind. It is a deliberate and 
most vicious attack upon the Word of 
God and upon the name of one whom 
God calls the blessed among women. 


The Joker card is most blasphemous 
in its representation of Jesus Christ. 
Think of it. The deck contains a card 
called the joker which definitely, ac- 
cording to the language of these satanic 
tools, represents the Lord Jesus Christ, 
Joker means a fool and our Lord is 
held up to ridicule, being called by this 
card a fool. In other words, the lan- 
guage of these last three cards declares 
that Jesus, the joker, is the offspring 
of the jack, and the libertine, who is the 
queen, the mother of harlots. Is there 
anything more heinous and more blas- 
phemous than this? 

Christ has been ridiculed, the Bible 
blasphemed, and the mother of our 
Lord, assaulted. After reading this 
message, surely no one will ever say, “I 
see no harm in a deck of cards.” 
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ALTHOUGH the prophetic message 

for this hour has been curtailed, 
if not practically abolished, in England, 
Canada and other British possessions, 
yet the writings of great English Bible 
teachers are still in existence, and may 
be consulted. Some of these books, 
written many years ago, deciphered, fu- 
ture events (now taking place) with 
remarkable accuracy. 


Back in 1927, Brigadier General F. D. 
Frost of the British army published a 
prophetical treatise entitled The Ap- 
pointed Time, which has turned out to 
be a significant forecast of European 
changes. 


Writing under the caption “The 
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but we can see it taking shape in spite 
of man. 

The latest proposals of M. Briand to 
form a United States of Europe will 
probably lead to the fulfilment of the 
prophecies in Daniel 2:41, 43 and 7:24. 
The present economic situation, with 
trade depression and unemployment all 
over Europe, must lead to some form of 
central control as is proposed in the 
scheme. 

Those prophecies clearly show that 
in the latter days there will be ten 
Kingdoms in Latin Europe trying to 
unite, but disagreeing among them- 
selves. Revelation 13 reveals a beast 
coming up out of the sea (of confusion) 
having seven heads and ten horns, and 
one of its heads was wounded unto 
death but the deadly wound was heal- 
ed. The Roman Empire was wound- 
ed in the head (Italy) in A.D. 470 by 
the Barbarian Invasion and gradually 
the Roman Empire faded away into in- 
significance. 

But the deadly wound was healed 
after the Great War when the Fascists 
captured the Government, and Musso- 
lini seized the premiership and revived 
the ancient Roman spirit, “and all the 
world marvelled at the beast.” The 
seven heads of the beast are the seven 
hills on which the city is built (Rev. 
17: 9). 

Mussolini is now in league with the 
Papacy which he has restored to tem- 
poral power which had been withdrawn 
60 years ago. Revelation 13 reveals a 
second beast like a lamb, but which 
spake as a dragon, coming up out of 
the earth (ordered government). The 
lamb symbolizes Christ, and the dragon 
symbolizes Satan. The second power 
is obviously a religious power posing 
as Christian but energized by Satan. 
The same power is shown in Revela- 
tion 17 as the Scarlet Woman seducing 
the kings of the earth. 


What is actually happening now? 
The Political Influence of the Papacy is 
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rapidly increasing in every part of the 
ancient Roman Empire, especially in 
England, where Roman Catholics are 
gaining more and more power in every 
Government department and the Na- 
tional Church is rapidly being seduced 
by wolves in sheep’s clothing. 


There is a strong movement on foot 
to bring in a Bill to annul the law of 
Protestant succession to the throne of 
England and allow a Roman Catholic 
to sit on the throne. 


Some secret power séems to be un- 
dermining the governments of all coun- 
tries and now all are looking for some 
Superman to deliver them from the 
chaos into which they have fallen 
through their unbelief. 


Daniel 8: 25 says that the great Su- 
perman will cause craft to prosper in 
his hand through his policy and he 
shall magnify himself in his heart 


and by peace shall destroy many. 


Daniel 7 says the coming Roman 
Prince will subdue three kings and the 
remainder of the ten kingdoms will give 
themselves to him. 


The present situation is that the 
ruler of one Latin country (Briand) 
whose population is decreasing, has 
proposed the formation of a United 
States of Europe as the only solution 
of their troubles, while the ruler of 
another Latin country (Mussolini) 
whose population is rapidly increasing 
has announced his intention of sub- 
duing all the Mediterranean into an 
Italian Sea. 

Daniel 7 says he will succeed, that 
he will change the times and the laws, 
which he has already done by cancelling 
the Constitution and introducing a new 
Calendar in place of the Christian 
Calendar. This’ is now the year 7 of 
the Roman Empire. 


Italy is the one country where law 
and order reign supreme, where strikes 
do not occur and unemployment is not 
draining all her resources. Small won- 
der that her ruler inspires awe and 
reverence wherever he goes and that 
there are people even in England who 
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would be willing to accept his dictator- 
ship if his iron will could improve their 
trade and fill their diminishing coffers. 
He has made more bellicose speeches 
than ever the Kaiser did, who was 
forced to apologize for each one, but 
no one has ever reproached Mussolini. 


In many parts of Italy I have seen 
stencil portraits of Mussolini stamped 
on the walls and rocks, which appears 
to give the people confidence in his 
iron will. 


The day is fast approaching when 
such a man may rule over a United 
States of Europe. ... 


We must not confuse Mussolini with 
the Antichrist or the “Man of Sin.” We 
think that Mussolini may be “The 
Prince that shall come.” When 
the Prince of the Roman Em- 
pire, the first beast or revived Roman 
Empire, is firmly established, another 
beast shall arise out of the earth that 
has two horns like a lamb and speaks 
as a dragon. This is a description of 
the Antichrist posing as the Lamb of 
God — Jesus Christ, in Jerusalem. He 
wil! probably be an apostate Jew and 
will perform miracles through Spir- 
itism or the god of occult forces (Dan. 
2: 38; 2 Thess. 2: 9). 


It is possible that he may be alive at 
the present moment somewhere but he 
cannot reveal himself until that which 
hinders iniquity is taken out of the 
way (2 Thess. 2: 7). That which hind- 
ers is the Spirit of God in Christianity. 
When the true believers in Christ are 
removed at the time of the Rapture, 
then all restraint will be thrown off, 
belief in the Scriptures abandoned, and 
lawlessness fully developed. 


There is every prospect that we are 
now in the time of the revival of the 
Roman Empire represented in Revela- 
tion by the ten-horned beast and, in 
Nebuchadnezzar’s vision, by the toes of 
the image, part of iron and part of 


clay.

JN these prognostications, regarding 
the resurrection of the Old Roman 
Empire, General Frost was only re-

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peating, restating, what others preced- 
ing him had written. Fascism is the 
Satanic political breath which is being 
breathed into the nostrils of Daniel’s 
fourth beast (chapter 7). Down through 
the Christian dispensation, students of 
prophecy have predicted that this 
monster of viciousness would be alive 
in the end-time of the age. 


What is known as The Epistle of 
Barnabas, probably written early in 
the second century A. D., quotes from 
Daniel concerning the ten kingdoms to 
show that they would exist at the con- 
summation of the present age. Irenaeus 
(A.D. 120-202), a disciple of Polycarp, 
who had been a companion of the 
apostle John, observes that “The ten 
toes are ten kings, among whom the 
kingdom will be divided.” Tertullian, a 
contemporary of Irenaeus, remarks that 
“the disintegration and dispersion of 
the Roman State among the ten kings 
will produce Antichrist, and then shall 
be revealed that Wicked One, whom the 
Lord Jesus shall slay with the breath 
of His mouth and destroy by the 
brightness of His manifestation.” 


Hippolytus, who was a follower of 
Irenaeus, and flourished in the first 
half of the third century, makes similar 
reference to the ultimate division. 
Lactantius, of the latter half of the 
third and the early part of the fourth 
centuries, writes as follows: “The Em- 
pire will be sub-divided, and the pow- 
ers of government, after being fritter- 
ed away and shared among many, will 
be undermined. Civil discords will 
then ensue, nor will there be respite 
from destructive wars, until ten kings 
arise at once, who will divide the world 
among themselves to consume rather 
than to govern it.” 


Cyril (315-386), who became bishop 
of Jerusalem in 350, quoting from 
Daniel, and speaking of the Empire and 
its future division, implies that teach- 
ing on the subject was customary in 
the churches. Jerome (342-420) ob- 
serves that “at the end of the world, 
when the kingdom of the Romans is to 
be destroyed, there will be ten kings to 
divide the Roman world among them- 
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selves.” 


Similarly writes Theodoret in the 
fifth century, and others of that time 
make more or less direct reference to 
the subject. While the views of these 
writers differ considerably on other 
points of detail, all are unanimous as 
to the eventual division of the Empire 
among ten contemporaneous potentates. 


General Frost was not sure that the 
British Empire would break up, with 
the British Isles being forced into the 
revived Roman Empire. He said: 


“Many Christians are convinced that 
England must be in the revived Ro- 
man Empire, to which the League is 
leading. I am equally convinced that 
the Roman Empire will revive, but I 
am not convinced which stage of that 
Empire will be revived and Britain was 
not always included. I believe it is 
still possible for England to repent and 
come out and be separate, but re- 
pentance must begin at the House of 
God.” 

In another section, devoted to 
“Scientists and Bible Prophecy,” Gen- 
eral Frost says... .

CIENTISTS who study the Earth’s 
crust and record all seismic dis- 
turbances tell us that earthquakes felt 
simultaneously in many parts of the 
world recently particularly round the 
Mediterranean and in Great Britain are 
merely forerunners of a far greater 
earthquake which might be almost uni- 
versal. These scientists as far as we 
know are not Biblical students, nor are 
they known to make rash statements. 


In this case they agree with what was 
written in the Old Testament 2,500 
years ago. These prophets, we are told, 
were not scientists, but they gave a 
description of what would happen to 
the world within the lives of many of 


us, but they go further than the mod-, 


ern scientists by telling us how the 
whole earth will benefit by the Earth- 
quake. ... 


A book called “Cosmos” a sketch of 
a physical description of the Universe 
by Alexander Von Humboldt, translated 
from the German for the Royal Society 
gives a great deal of interesting in- 
formation about the earth’s crust. By 
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studying earthquakes we can easily 
see how the world was flooded and 
continents rose up out of the upheaval 
of the earth’s crust from below, which 
accounts for sea shells being found on 
the Himalayas four and five thousand 
feet above sea level. He can under- 
stand how the Atlantic became sub- 
merged and many other things are 
brought to light. Lord Kelvin told his’ 
students not to dabble in science if they 
wish to keep their faith, but to dive 
right deep down into it and there in the 
depths would be found confirmation of 
the Word of God. 


Von Humboldt describes the earth- 
quake which destroyed Lisbon on No- 
vember Ist, 1755, the effects of which 
have been well traced out by the 
philosopher Kant, were felt in the Alps, 
on the coast of Sweden, in the West’ 
India Islands, on the great lakes of 
Canada, in Thuringia in the flat coun- 
try of the Baltic. Remote fountains 
were interrupted in their flow, a 
phenomena of earthquakes which had 
been noticed among the ancients by 
Demetrius of Galatia. The remote 
springs of Toplitz dried up and again 
returned inundating everything with 
water coloured by ochre. 


Since scientists warn us of the pos- L 4 
sibility of the subsidence of the earth’s 
crust in unexpected places following the 
recent unexpected earthquakes in divers 
unusual places, let us see what the 
Bible tells us about it. 


The Day of the Lord is prefaced by 
great convulsions in the heavens and on 
the earth. The Day of the Lord of 
Hosts shall be upon everyone that is 
proud and lofty, and upon every one 
that is lifted up: and he shall be brought 
low; and upon the cedars of Lebanon, 
that are high and lifted up and upon 
all the high mountains and upon all 
the hills that are lifted up. And the 
loftiness of man shall be bowed down 
and the Lord alone shall be exalted in 
that day when he ariseth to shake ter- 
ribly the earth. 


The earth shall quake before them, 

the heavens shall tremble, the sun and & 
moon shall be dark, and the stars shall 
withdraw their shining and the Lord 
shall utter his voice before his army, 
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— 
for his camp is very great, for he is 
strong that executeth his word; for the 
Lord is great and terrible; and who 
can abide it? (Joel 2) 

Behold the Day of the Lord cometh 
and His feet shall stand upon the 
Mount of Olives, which is before Jeru- 
salem on the East and the Mount of 
Olives shall cleave in the midst there- 
of towards the east and towards the 
west and there shall be a very great 
valley; and half of the mountain shall 
remove towards the north and half of 
it towards the south. And ye shall 
flee to the valley of the mountains for 
the valley of the mountains shall reach 
to Azal; yea ye shall flee like as ye 
fled before the earthquake in the days 
of Uzziah, King of Judaea, and the 


" Lord my God shall come and all the 


saints with Thee. (Zechariah 14) 


Immediately after the tribulation of 
those days shall the sun be darkened 
and the moon shall not give her light, 
and the stars shall fall from heaven 
and the powers. of the heavens shall be 
shaken; and all the tribes of the earth 
shall mourn, and they shall see the 
Son of Man coming in the clouds of 
heaven with power and great glory. 
(Matthew 24) 


The extent of the convulsion is evi- 
dent when the feet of Christ stand upon 
the Mount of Olives, the mount will 
cleave in the midst, a great valley will 
be made from the Mount of Olives to 
the Dead Sea in one direction, and 
right on to the S. W. to Azal or Askelon 
in the other direction. There will be a 
tush of water from the Mediterranean. 
The mountain will divert it to the Dead 
Sea and that tidal wave will, in its on- 
tush and overflow, wash out the 
southern bed of the Jordan and then 
find its way by the Gulf of Akabah to 
the Red Sea. (Zech. 14:4) There will 
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be unversal prosperity and nations will 
beat their swords into ploughshares and 
their spears into pruning hooks. Na- 
tion shall not lift up a sword against 
nation neither shall there be war any 
more. 


In that day when Christ rules this 
earth from Jerusalem there will be an 
increased productiveness in the earth’s 
produce, and every man shall possess 
his own land. Many countries are at 
present unproductive because of various 
pests which will be destroyed in Christ’s 
Kingdom. There shall be rivers in the 
desert and the waste places of the earth 
shall be inhabited. 


The earth shall be changed by the 
earthquake foretold by scientists and 
made fit for those who believe in Him 
to inherit the earth and convert the 
heathen. 


To sum up, Higher Critics and pro- 
fessional theologians tell us that the 
Bible is not a scientific book. Man 
longs for the Millennium and thinks he 
can bring it in by legislation, but 


statistics and science do not agree with 
the philosophers and theological pro- 
fessors. 


Many say Christianity is impracti- 
cal and has failed. 


It has not failed, it has never been 
tried; Christianity is condemned to- 
day without a trial as Christ was con- 
demned 2,000 years ago by His own 
people. 


Before He came the first time He 
gave the Law to Moses, now contained 
in the book of Deuteronomy, which if 
kept would have prevented poverty and 
distress in His nation. The Law was 
rejected and Christ came to show them 
how to keep it. He was rejected, and 
now He is coming as Judge and King 
over all the Earth. 

The judgment of the faithful who 
will be judged according to Christ’s 
deeds, not their own, or the judgment 
of the unbelievers who will be judged 
according to their own deeds. 

Which judgment seat are we to ap- 
pear before? 








The Pauline Gospel 
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PRIMARILY, the Gospel means 
“good news.” 


It is God’s proclamation to a world 
lost in sin — “without God and with- 
out hope in the world.” This Gospel 
breaks in, and breaks through, sinful 
darkness, and floods the soul with the 
glorious light and liberty of salvation. 
Jesus said: “I am the light of the 
world.” Now that he has gone back 
to the Father, this Gospel through the 
impartation of the Holy Ghost, is the 
light that conquers spiritual dark- 
ness and saves from superstition and 
heathenism. 


We know of no word so elastic and 
slippery as the word Gospel; that is, 
when interpreted in the light of various 
religionists. And yet there is nothing 
which touches human life, especially if 
interpreted by the Word itself, that is 
more dogmatic, ironclad and water- 
tight, as it were, than the teachings of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. This Gospel 
is intolerant and uncompromising. 


These words may sound harsh, but 
the Gospel was so regarded by the 





Apostle Paul, and we are discussing 
the Pauline Gospel. This Apostle says, 
(quoted freely) . . . If anyone, even an 
angel from heaven, preach any other 
Gospel than that which is given to 
preach, the curse of God will abide on 
them. 


This Gospel admits no substitutes 
no alibis, no toning down. We wish to 
be understood, that our analysis is in 
full harmony with the great Apostle. 


Four Vital Factors 


First, the Gospel presupposes the 
Eternal Sonship of Christ — His pre- 
existence: “In the beginning was the 
Word, and the Word was with God, 
and the Word was God.” “For in him 
dwelleth all the fulness of the Godhead 
bodily.” Any deviation from this fun- 
damental truth will come under the 
curse mentioned above. 


Then, in the Second place, the Gos- 
pel implies a Blood Atonement — the 
substitutionary death of Christ on the 
Cross for the sins of the world. His

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was not a sacrifice of example, or lead- 
ership, or great teaching, but it was 
the shed Blood of reconciliation. So 
then, the modern milk-and-water Gos- 
pel of ethics and culture, does not even 
touch the outer rim of the Gospel that 
Paul preached — the Gospel we must 
also’ preach or forfeit our standing with 
the court of the Skies. 


Another delusion and heresy which 
has attached itself to our Gospel, re- 
ducing and diluting the message, is 
popularly called the “Social Gospel.” 
Let me say with all the emphasis I can 
command ... There is no such thing 
as a New Testament Social Gospel. 
The term is a misnomer, in the Bible 
sense. 


Anyone who has’ been sidetracked 
to this line of popular thought, is sim- 
ply dodging the main fundamentals of 
the true Gospel. The Social Gospel, im- 
properly so-called, is only a by-product 
of the message of salvation by faith in 
Christ. 

When men are saved, born again, 
they become alive to all the responsi-

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bilities and obligations of a suffering 
world. Their minds and hearts become 
sensitized to human needs. Economic 
justice, unemployment, underprivileged 
people, and all the other things that 
call for a social conscience, will stand 
out in bold relief. If such is not the 
case with a person who professes “con- 
version,” there are sure grounds for 
questioning the genuineness of his ex- 
perience. But social activities, any of 
them, have no place as a substitute for 
the plan of salvation. The Sermon on 
the Mount is a discussion of the by- 
products and ethics of the true Gos- 


pel. These virtues follow in natural 
order when the truth is faithfully 
preached. 


A Third fundamental in the Pauline 
Gospel is repentance toward God and 
faith in the Lord Jesus Christ. The 
mired wheels of our modern Christiani- 
ty, or rather “Churchanity,” results 
from the fact that multitudes have been 
herded into the Church, who know 
nothing of repentance, and have never 
dealt with the sin question. 


When we give up all sin, it be- 
comes easy to trust in the merits of 
Christ’s Atonement. Then the soul 
sweeps into a conscious witness that 
the work has been done. In Romans 8: 
16 we read: “The Spirit itself beareth 
witness with our spirit, that we are the 
children of God.” But there is no salva- 
tion below the sin line. Experiential 
religion, by means of which Christ be- 
comes real, is something the world can 
neither give nor take away. 


Then, furthermore, if we are to enjoy 
a finished work of Christ, it will re- 
quire the infilling of the Holy Spirit 
to be delivered from natural sin — 
called “Original Sin” by theologians. 
Paul calls it, “the Old Man.” - This 
state of human depravity resulted from 
the Fall in Adam, and through the law 
of heredity becomes the heritage of 
every person born into this life. Hete 
we have basic Christian truth expressed 
by the poet: 

Oh, for a heart to praise my God, 

A heart from sin set free; 


A heart that always feels thy Blood, 
So freely spilt for me. 


A heart resigned, submissive meek 
And full of love divine; 
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Perfect and right and pure and good, 
A copy Lord of Thine. 


This Gospel, in the Fourth place, pre. 
supposes faith in the bodily Resurrec. 
tion of Christ; not just a vaporous 
something, but bodily, with the marks 
of the nail prints from the Cross. Also 
His glorious ascension to the right hand 
of God, on His mediatorial Throne, 
where He makes intercession for us, 
And at the end of the present Age, His 
glorious return to this world where He 
will set up the Millennial Kingdom and 
rule in righteousness, thereby bringing 
about the restoration of all that was 
lost in the Fall. 


The curse will be removed from the 
ground and the animal’ kingdom; peace 
will be fully restored, swords will be 
beaten into pruninghooks, and _ the 
kingdoms of this world will become His’ 
Kingdom. There will be a_ shout: 
“Alleluia, alleluia, for the Lord God 
Omnipotent reigneth.” 








Propaganda 

In times of war, neutral countries be- 
come special targets for propaganda by 
belligerent powers. This is the case 
with the United States at the present 
time. The desk of every editor is be- 
ing cluttered with the free literary out- 
put of both England and Germany. 
English mailings come from British 
Library of Information, 50 Rockefel- 
ler Plaza, New York . . . while Ger- 
man material is issued by the German 
Library of Information, 17 Battery 
Place, New York.

Cuba's Crying Need 


EV. and Mrs. Arthur W. Pain, who 
are well known to readers of The 
Defender for their missionary labors 
on the island of Cuba, were speakers 
at the great Tri-State Defenders Pro- 
phetic Conference, held the latter part 
of August at Camp Christian, near 
Dixon, Illinois. 


The audiences were thrilled by the 
many fine reports which they brought 
from the field. Especially was this 
true regarding the radio ministry. For 
eight years, these people have conduct- 
ed daily Gospel broadcasts from the 
city of Havana. 


Beginning in October, Rev. and Mrs. 
Pain will have the privilege of preach- 
ing over one of the most powerful 
broadcasting facilities in the world. The 
Havana station which now operates on 
thirty thousand watts, will soon be 
stepped up to eighty-five thousand 
watts. In addition, seven radio trans- 
mitters over the Island of Cuba have 
been merged into one network, and the 
Gospel will go out through this special 
channel. Thus, these faithful mission- 
aries will not only be heard in Spanish- 
speaking countries, but many other 
parts of the world.

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He told of a recent request received 
from an isolated community to come 
for a public meeting. He described it 
as a “Macedonian Call” because the 
Gospel had never been preached there. 


The missionaries knew it to be a 
small village and did not expect a 
large crowd. But when they arrived at 
the old warehouse, where the service 
was to be conducted, they saw horses, 
carts and wagons on the outside, and 
several hundred natives inside. Many 
had walked miles to hear the message. 
As the invitation was given at the close 
of the sermon, the audience seemed to 
respond in a body. It appeared as 
though everyone wanted to accept 
Christ. Mr. Pain says there are many 
such places scattered over the Island 
where the message of redeeming love 
has never been taken. 


On a Sunday just before leaving for 
the United States, for their present tour, 
they visited a rural place and found 
315 natives present. At the invitation 
call, at least 150 indicated they wanted 
to accept Christ the Lord as Savior. 
Service had been announced for three 
o’clock in the afternoon, but many had 
assembled by eleven in the morning. 
Some came many miles on horseback, 
in ox carts, wagons and on foot.

Psalm 96 





OLDEN TEXT: “O magnity the 
Lord with me, and let us exalt his 
name together” (Psalm 34:3). 


“O sing unto the Lord a new song” 
(verse 1). It is generally agreed among 
Bible students that this Psalm is 
prophetic in character and looks for- 
ward to the Second Coming of Christ 
and the Millennial Reign. One exposi- 
tor says, “Wherever a new song is men- 
tioned, it is to be understood of future 
time.” 


Another writes, “This is a millennial 
anthem. It accords with the conditions 
of the world when Christ shall sit en- 
throned in the willing loyalty of our 
race. The nations join in an acclaim 
of praise to Him as the rightful Judge 
and King.” 


In his vision, John saw a great host 
of saints about the throne of God, and 
he said, “And they sung a new song, 
saying, Thou art worthy to take the 
book, and to open the seals thereof: 
for thou wast slain, and hast redeemed 
us to God by thy blood out of every 
kindred, and tongue, and people, and 
nation; and hast made us unto our God 
kings and priests: and we shall reign 
on the earth.” (Rev. 5:9,10) 


“Show forth his salvation from day 
to day” (verse 2). There is a threefold 
summons to sing unto the Lord and a 
similar threefold summons to speak 
for the Lord: Such Psalms as this 
never contemplate a religion which can 
be hid away and held in secret. The 
passionate love which breathes in this 
Psalm must have vent or die. There is 
here no coming to the Lord by night 
or being a secret disciple for fear of 
the Jews, but the Psalm is an open, 
full, joyous confession of the soul’s de- 
light in the Lord.” — Rev. S. Conway. 


The Beauty of Holiness. Psalm 29: 
2 says, “Worship the Lord in the beau- 
ty of holiness.” How often in the Old 





Testament is the moral attribute of 
God’s holiness declared and exhibited. 
He is as infinite in His holiness as in 
His power. Holiness is as beautiful, as 
sin is ugly and repellent. 


As the whole creation, both animate 
and inanimate, has groaned beneath 
the weight of the sin curse, so shall 
the whole creation partake of the 
great deliverance. Paul states this 
same truth in Romans 8:21-22. The 
time has not yet come when God will 
fulfill this concluding promise to judge 
the world with righteousness and truth. 


Jesus Christ is the Judge of all men 
and the Judge of all the earth. At the 
end of the present age, He will judge 
the nations (Matt. 25:3-46). When the 
Millennium is ushered in, He will reign 
with perfect righteousness over the 
whole earth (Isa. 11:3-5). 


At the close of the Millennial Reign 
will occur the Great Judgment of all 
the wicked dead, who will be brought 
before His throne for the determination 
of their final destiny (Rev. 20:11-15). 
Not until the appearance of the great 
and righteous Judge Himself, will the 
predictions and hopes of this Psalm be 
fully realized on our earth.

The Ever-Present God 


Psalm 139:1-12, 23, 24

OLDEN TEXT: “If a man love 
me, he will keep my words: and 
my Father will love him, and we will 
come unto him, and make our abode 
with him” — John 14:23. 


The Omniscience of God (verses I1- 
6). This is one of the supernatural at- 
tributes of Deity which denotes that He 
has perfect and eternal knowledge of 
all things. There is no escape from 
God. 


Man’s knowledge is imperfect. Oft- 
times, we are even unable to analyze 
our own thoughts and motives. But 
God not only foreknows motives which 
will occasion men’s acts, but He fore- 
knows the acts themselves. His wisdom 
is able to penetrate the secret corners 
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of the heart. He knows more about us 
than we know ourselves. (Psalm 11:4), 


God’s nature is not subject to the 
laws of time. To Him, past, present 
and future are one eternal now. He 
sees past and future as vividly as He 
sees the present. To illustrate: From 
the sidewalk, one can see but a little 
of the parade; but from a vantage 
point, a person can observe the finish 
as well as the beginning. 


“Thou art acquainted with all my 
ways” (verse 3). The knowledge that 
the Lord can and will go with us in 
all our ways, should fill us with joy 
and at the same time subdue us with 
awe. In addition, the Psalmist says 
that all the words of his tongue are 
known to God, (verse 4). Our Lord 
Jesus attached great importance to our 
use of words. 
is due to the fact that a man can seal 
his doom with such simple words as 
“T will” or “I will not” — with refer- 
ence to the Gospel of Christ. 


The Omnipresence of God (verses 
7-12). The Psalmist passes from the 
thought of God’s omniscience to that 
of His omnipresence. God’s presence 


His Spirit is everywhere. “In him we 
live, and move, and have our being” 
(Acts 17:28). 


A heathen philosopher once asked, 
“Where is God?” The Christian re- 
plied, “Let me first ask you, where is 
He not?” 


Human nature is limited in presence 
as well as power. It is impossible for 
us to be in two places at the same

is not confined to either time or space. 
He is present in all His power at every 
point of space and every moment of 
time. (Jer. 23:23-24; Acts 17:27-28). 


“If I say, Surely the darkness shall 
cover me”... can it conceal from the 
eye of God?

The Voice of Wisdom 


Proverbs 4:10-27

OLDEN TEXT: “Keep thy heart 
with all diligence; tor out of it are 

the issues of life’ — Prov. 4:23. 


It is said that while other portions of 
Scripture tell us what to do, Proverbs 
tells us how to do it. It gives both the 
what and the how. Proverbs has béen 
called the Book of Wisdom. 


In the hands of parents, this Book 
renders valuable service for directing 
the course and conduct of those under 
their care. The boy forming .com- 
panionships hears God saying to him, 
“My son, if sinners entice thee, con- 
sent thou not.” (Prov. 1:10). What 
safeguarding of the life to have this 
admonition implanted deeply in the 
young soul! 


The right kind of instruction is not 
given in many homes. The child may 
have the most approved social training, 
but lack basic moral and _ religious 
training which tends toward right think- 
ing and right living. In some homes 
the interest is wholly commercial, edu- 
cating the boy for business — only to 
produce wealth. 


“I have taught thee in the way of 
wisdom” (verse 11). One may know 
much and not be wise. The wise man, 
because he is wise, will make right ap- 
plication of all he possesses. Wisdom, 
then, is knowledge rightly used. “I have 
led thee in right paths” (verse 11). 
Too many parents send their children, 
rather than bring them to Sunday 
School. 


A Father's Warning (verses 14-19). 
Solomon warns of the effect of evil 
companionship, “Enter not into the 
paths of the wicked, and go not in the 
way of evil men.” This reminds us of 
the first Psalm, “Blessed is the man 
that walketh not in the counsel of the 
ungodly . . .” Contamination comes by 
wrong association. To follow “the 
paths of the wicked” is to walk with 
them, and that path never leads to life 
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— “for the wagts of sin is death.” 


Notice the four appeals in verse 15, 
with reference to the “paths of the wick- 
ed:” (1) Avoid it. By avoiding it we 
escape temptation that comes by giving 
it attention. (2) Pass not by it. In 
following this policy, you take the op- 
posite direction. (3) Turn from it. In 
turning from it, you check yourself 
when aware of its presence, and silence 
its appeals. (4) Pass away. In pass- 
ing away, the opposite course is follow- 
ed. 


The Two Paths. The path of the 
just is as a shining light. The way of 
the wicked is as darkness. In the light 
of the one we walk safely; in the dark- 
ness of the other, the wicked “know 
not at what they stumble.”

The Use and Abuse of Wealth 
Proverbs 11:24-31; Luke 16:11-13. 





OLDEN TEXT: “Lay up for your- 
selves treasures in heaven’—Matt. 
6:20. 


Problems which involve the acquiring 
of money are interwoven with every 
normal life. What we do with money 
has a tremendous influence upon our 
character. Money has in it power to 
either sanctify or to pollute human 
life. More character is marred by 
money than is made by it. 


“The eye of God is constantly search- 
ing, not only whilst we are in the 
sanctuary, but in our commercial rela- 
tions and responsibilities. Here agaim 
is a reason why all men should trust 
the Bible. Its morality is on behalf 
of the buyer as well as the seller. The 
Bible has not a morality for one side 
of the counter, and no morality for the 
other; the whole transaction is exposed 
to divine criticism, and brings upon 
itself either malediction or blessing, ac- 
cording to the morality which the ac- 
tion expresses.” Joseph Parker. 


“There is that scattereth, and yet in- 
creaseth” (verse 24). Paradoxical as 
this statement may sound, yet it is 
literally true. The truth is illustrated 
by .the scattering of grain, which is 
thus increased “some an hundred fold.” 
The person who gives liberally becomes 
the richer for his giving. An old maxim 
says, “Charity gives itself rich; covet- 
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ousness keeps itself poor.” God loves 
a truly generous heart. (Deut. 15:10; 
Ps. 112:9; Acts 11:29, 30; Acts 10: 
1-2). 


“And there is that withholdeth more 
than is meet” (verse 24). The Re- 
vised Version suggests that this means 
to withhold what is justly due, either 
as a debt or as a proper act of gener- 
osity. “But it tendeth to poverty.” 
That which is unjustly withheld is no 
real benefit to the one who has it, it 
only increases his wants. Those who 
hoard money often lose it. How many 
have robbed God of His tithe in or- 
der to swell the bank account — only 
to lose it, when the bank failed! The 
tragedy of selfishness in the use of 
money is that it improvishes the soul. 
(Mal. 3:17-15; Hag. 1:6, 9:11). It is 
impossible to be godly and at the same 
time selfish. Experience proves that 
generosity is the way to spiritual pros- 
perity. 


“No servant can serve two masters” 
(verse 13). “Two” signifies opposing 
masters. They are two, not only in 
number, but in interests. “For either 
he will hate the one, and love the other; 
or else he will hold to the one and 
despise the other” (verse 13). Either in 
heart or in action, or in both, one will 
be sole master. 


“Ye cannot serve God and mam- 
mon.” (verse 13). Mammon here is 
personified as the rival of the true God, 
the anti-God of this world. It is sig- 
nificant in this connection, that money 
is so often given Scriptural names, such 
as: the Crown, the Sovereign and the 
Almighty Dollar. Mammon does not 
represent Deity but it does represent 
anything that may be placed higher 
than Deity in our minds. 
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
